and onb was desired. That was one-of the 
reasons why he was arrested, and besides 
it was Considered wise precaution to have 
some o! f the central office detectives see 
him, as he is to be kept under surveillance. 


The party was driven to Jefferson Market 


and went in by the private' entrance on 
Tenth street to Justice Dufly's private 
room. The justice suspended his other 
business long enough to attend to Bidwell's 
case.

a dark cell and kept him there for live 
years. 


"During those rive years I never saw 


the sup or the earth,"' he said, and the 
tears filled his eyes and he choked back a 
sob. lie added: "It took them eight years 
to find out that I was not shamming, and 
at last they let me go." While in prison 
Bidwoll says he taught himself seven lan- 
guages—French, German, Italian, Latin, 
Greek and Spanish. He also developed a 
taste'for poetry, and had composed 2,000 
verses, which.he will publish in book form. 


As he sat telling all this, he looked as 


though he had punishment enough, and 
the recital of his story moved him deeply, 
for the tears keptwelling up and his voice 
grew husky and trembled with emotion. 
When Justice Duffy told him he was dis- 
charged, Bidweil was overjoyed and urged 
the detectives tp take him back" again to 
police headquarters that he might rejoin 
his family.

FOKGER BIDWELL ARRIVES A HOPELESS 


PARALYTIC—ONE OF A GANG THAT STOLE 
MILLIONS OF POUNDS. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 4. 
George, Bidweil, 


the notorious Bank of England forger, 
who was recently pardoned while serving 
a life term in a British pris<iii for one of 
the most systematic scries oj forgeries on 
a bank ever known, arrived ii^ this city on 
the steamship Wisconsin, yesterday. When 
the steamer reached quaractine it was 
boarded by I)etective Sergeants Mnguirc 
and Doyle, who placed Bidweil under ar- 
rest. He was taken to police headquarters 
and locked up. 
Then he was taken to 


Jefferson Market and arraigned on the 
charge of being a suspicious character. 
As Bidweil is a native-born American there 
was nothing to prevent his landing on the 
ground of his being a criminal, and as he 
is a hopeless cripple, whose family prom- 
ise to take care of him, he was discharged. 
lie left the city on, a late tra n last night 
for Massachusetts, where his wife and son 
have resided since he left this city, sixteen 
years ago, to engage In the system of for- 
geries by which he and his associates suc- 
ceeded In securing several million dollars 
from the Bank of England. 


Bidweil was pardoned July 23. He was 


then confined in Woking prison, and in 
charge of two attendants started -immedi- 
ately for Liverpool, where h« boarded the 
Wisconsin, on which his sister had engaged 
passage for him and for herself. 
The 


prison guards remained with jim until the 
steamer satletf. 
He is paralyzed from his 


hips down and unable to wt.lk a step, it 
being necessary to carry him about. He 
is a slight man of average height, of dark 
complexion, and his black hair and heavy 
mutton-chop whiskers and mustache are 
pretty well silvered. 
He w&s dressed in 


an English suit of dark bin 3. While on 
the main deck, whither he had been carried 
early in' the ' morning, the defectives con- 
fronted him and told him be was their 
prisoner. 
He was not only astonished^' 


but also highly Indignant. 


"There is something back of all this," 


he angrily said. "You are not detectives, 
but blackmailers. 
I am^ no^ wanted for 


any crime, and the law has nothing what- 
ever to do with me." ! 


His sister also expostulated at the inter- 


ference. She Is a matronly and genteel 
looking woman on the shady side of fifty, 
and was dressed In deep monr ilng. When 
Bidweil realized that be was exciting com- 
motion, be went down to his stateroom. 
The Wisconsin ,was expected to arrive 
Tuesday night, and his wife and son bad 
made preparations to meet him. When 
the steamer reached, her wharf, Mrs. Bid- 
well and her sonr a bright looking, quiet 
youngman-ottnentyone, had greeted Bid- 
well m his stateroom. His wife, is an at- 
tractive woman, with gray hair, and wa_8 
dressed In a stylish brown costume, with 
a little bonnet With yellow feathers. Bid- 
well wae brought over the saamer's side 
by the attendants, who had carried him 
abont'on errtpboart; Acoach wasln wait- 
log, and in. Uita.Eld well, was placed, ac- 
companied by: Mrs.- Bidwoll, her son and 
sister-in-law.

Yale's New Building. 


UKSCIIII'TION 01' TUB STHUCTL'HE THAT 


WILL OCCUI'YTIIE.SITK OFTIIE FENCK. 
YjUe University will soou have another 


new building added to her fast increasing 
list. Although the building will belong 
to the Sheffield scientific school, and will" 
be erected by one of the secret societies 
connected therewith, it will, nevertheless, 
be a building of which the university, and 
especially the scientific school, may well 
be proud. 


Last year, the -'T Company" erected a 


rather odd but very pretty little hall on 
the corner of College and Wall streets, op- 
posite the "Scroll and Key,'' and now the 
"Stone Trust Company," or "Sigma Delta 
Chi," better known as the "Book and 
Snake," a sister society of the "T Com- 
pany" in the Shcflie.d scientific school, is 
about to erect a cloister, which, in all re- 
spects, will fill the modern idea of <i club- 
house. 


Since the "Wolf's Head," a third senior 


society in the academic department, erect- 
ed its handsome hall on Prospect street, 
several years ago, it has never been ques- 
tioned that it possessed the finest equipped 
building connected with i ale University's 
wide society system; but when the new 
building ot the Stone Trust Company is 
completed, the "Wolf's Head'' building 
will occupy the second place. The new 
building will be one of the-finest, if not the 
finest, in the city. 
The new cloister will 


stand on the corner of Hillhouse avenue 
and Grove street, in the vacant lot nearly 
opposite the old Sheffield property. The 
cellar is already dug, and L large force of 
men is at work on the superstructure, 
which will be^ sixty-four feet six inches 
long, thirty-seven feet six inches wide and 
three stories high. 
The basement will 


contain the living rooms of the janitor, a 
large billiard room and a ten-pin alley. 
The first floor will contain a large hall or 
reception room in front, while in the rear 
will be four bedrooms and two studies, 
with the accompanying toilet rooms, bath- 
rooms and hallways. 
The second floor 


will contain six bedrooms and three stud- 
ies, and the third floor, seveu bedrooms 
and three studies. The architect of the 
building is H. Edward Picken, of New 
York city, and the work is being done by 
the Flint Building and Construction Com- 
pany, of Palmer, Mass. 


No time is set for the completion of the 


work on the building, and it will probably 
be fully six months before it will be ready 
for' occupancy. When it is completed, the 
structure will .have cost about $30,000, 
making it by far the most expensive socie- 
ty ball connected with the uuHersity. 
It, 


will diner from all the others in that it 
provides a home for its members. The 
other society buildings simply furnish a 
place where weekly 'meetings may be held, 
and, with the exception of the "Wolf's 
Head," which is a comfortable loafing 
spot, the majority of the college society 
buildings furnish little that is of interest 
to an outsider. 


The material of which the new building 


is to be constructed is East Haven stone, 
laid in various styles. The'basement wall, 
up to the mater tablet, will be laid 
"crazy," the first story in broken ashler; 
the second story in regular ashler. There 
will be numerous gable windows and other 
ornamental devices which have come Into 
use in modern architecture.

places, window seats, and, In fact, every- 
thing which tends to make a perfectly ap- 
pointed gentlemen's club-house, will be 
found within the new building.
